There is also 
evidence that public sentim ent is becoming 
aroused to a sense of the fact that even the 
natural resources of California cannot for­ 
ever withstand the reckless waste which 
has always characterized her people.”

SOPHISTICAL DEFENSE. 


The Alta labors to defend President 
Cleveland for his shortcoming and incon­ 
sistency in the Burton-Stone matter, and 
this is the gist of what it lias to say: “ Mr. 
Stone’s course was an assault upon good 
government. 
It tended powerfully to de­ 
stroy the only processes of reform by which 
good government can lie loured. 
He 
aimed his activity, as a moral proposition, 
not at one party for the lienefit of the 
other, but against good government for the 
benefit of bad government. 
His final dis­ 
missal, then, is not a partisan but a moral 
matter entirely, and 
every student of 
ethics at once applauds it and concedes its 
propriety.” 
That is to say, Mr. Stone, because hold­ 
ing office by tolerance of the Administra­ 
tion, should not have indulged in criti­ 
cisms of the Democratic party, to which 
the Administration pins its political faith. 
All this attempt to lift the matter out of 
the political mud by debate of the moral 
obligation to support good government, is 
veriest sophistry in defense of that which 
its very promulgation confesses to l>e weak 
and needing defense. 
We do not defend Mr. Stone ¡ but it is 
indisputable that if Stone violated civil 
service proprieties by advocating the policy 
of the Republican party, in his belief that 
it would produce the best results in 
government, then Benton was equally 
guilty in advocating the doctrines of the 
Democratic party as most conducive, in his 
belief, to good government. 
We must as­ 
sume that both men are sincere ; over the 
conscience of neither can the President 
exercise censorship; nor is it given to him, 
as President, tojudge their political faiths; 
but as Cleveland the politician he did, and 
therefore the act of removal in the one 
case and of reinstation in the other was 
partisan action. 
But, says the Alta, every officer shares in 
the responsibility of the Government; he 
shares blame and credit alike. Stone did 
not agree with the Administration, and so 
took the stump against it. 
He was, there­ 
fore, if honest, bound to resign a trust 
under the Administration which he con­ 
demned. By no means. He held the office 
of the people of the United States, not the 
office of the Administration of President 
Cleveland. He must not remain an officer 
of a bad Government if he is sincere, says 
the Alta. 
Here is the weal: point in the 
Alta's armor. Stone was not the officer of 
had Government, for had government and 
nnwise policy of an Administration are 
two very distinct things. 
Moralize as it 
may the Alta cannot get away from this 
fact; the result of Mr. Cleveland’s act 
amounted to just this, the awarding of the 
spoils to the victor; recognizing the viola­ 
tion of disciplinary regulations by a po­ 
litical enemy, and closing the eyes to the 
violation of disciplinary regulations by a 
political friend. That is the long and the 
short of it, and the people cannot be 
blinded to it by the sophistical floundering 
of the Alta. 


ARMY DESERTIONS. 


Genera] Sheridan reports that the deser­ 
tions from the regular army have greatly 
decreased, from which 
fact he derives 
much gratification. 
The reasons for the 
declination of desertion totals, he attri­ 
butes to the many improvements made in 
the barrack and field life of the soldier^ 
Only two years ago the desertions from the 
army iu a twelvemonth aggregated 3,000, or 
nearly one-eighth of the entire regular 
army force of the Republic, but for the 
year ending June 30, 1380, tbe desertions 
were about 1,500, or one-sixteenth of the 
enlisted men. 
Even this would signify 
still continuing need for reforms. 
The 
comforts accorded the men should be such 
as fo induce them to faithfully serve their 
terms. 
It is probable that the material of 
the fort* has not been of as good quality 
as is desirable. 
The army has been, in 
time of p^ace, a sort of asylum for a good 
many—a refuge for men iudolent by dis­ 
position, and not of the best habits in the 
world. 
W ith the augmenting of physi­ 
cal comforts the standard of character 
should be raised, and tbe companionship 
of the army be thus more congenial for 
the better class of men. 
There appears 
everv reason for the requirement for ad­ 
mission to the army being placed on at 
least as high a plane as those established 
for reputable forces of jxdioe.

A GREAT ENTERPRISE. 


P ro p osed G igantic C an al Schem e in th e 
S outheast. 
[By telegraph to the Record-Umion.] 
N ew Y o rk , November 30th.—The Post 
says : 
A syndicate is in process of forma­ 
tion to carry out the plans of the Atlantic 
and Mexican Gulf Canal Company, which 
has received fresh charters this year from 
the Legislatures of Georgia and Florida, 
together with grants of valuable lands and 
water power. Secretary Curtis, now here, 
to-day gave an account of the company’s 
project, to the following effect : ' The route 
of the proposed canal lias been surveyed 
by General Quincy A. Gilmore and officers 
of ihe United States Engineers, under 
a 
resolution 
of 
Congress, 
directing 
them “ to 
ascertain 
the 
best 
water 
line for transportation from tbe m outh of 
St. Mary’s river, on the A tlantic coast, 
through Okeeffeenokee swamp and the 
State of Florida to the Gulf of Mexico.” 
Tbe importance of the proposed canal, as a 
national work, was urged by President 
Grant in two messages to Congress, in 
which he declared that, valuable as the 
opening of this great internal waterway 
would Be tim e of peace, its existence and 
custody in tim e oí war would be of abso­ 
lutely 
INCALCULABLE VALUE TO THE NATION. 
The surveys m ade by General Gilmore ex­ 
tended over two years, and their results 
caused him to report a canal scheme emi­ 
nently feasible. As evidence of the im port­ 
ance of tbe enterprise to the country at 
large, it is stated that no less than twenty- 
two States and Territories are vitally inter­ 
ested in tbe opening of a waterway, the 
practical results of which would involve 
for the most part the traffic of the Missis 
sippi valley and all its tributaries. Gen­ 
eral Gilmore stated that the products along 
30,000 miles ot rivers and water-ways, al­ 
ready teem ing with commerce, could in 
this way be borne to safe and commodious 
harbors, and that only by this route was 
it possible to avoid the heavy and almost 
prohibitory taxes on commerce necessitated 
by the approach to tbe m outh of the Mis­ 
sissippi river through the G uif of Mexico. 
THE CANAL, 
In the language of the company’s charters, 
“ Is to be of such dimensions as shall be 
deemed suitable and capable of being used 
by all such boats, steamboats, tugs, barges, 
and other craft as navigate tbe Mississippi 
river about New Orleans.” Beginning at 
the m outh of St. M ary’s river, which forms 
the dividing line between the States of 
Georgia and Florida, it is to run through 
Okeeffeenokee lake, which is to be used as 
the sum m it level supply ; thence to St. 
Marks, on the G ulf of Mexico ; thence it 
will follow the already existing line of 
water-ways which extend alm ost untrav­ 
ersed from th at port to New Orleans. The 
advantages of this route will be a saving 
to commerce of the heavy rates of insur­ 
ance made im perative by tbe dangerous 
navigation of the Bahamas and the reefs of 
Florida, and in the coasting service a sav­ 
ing in distance of 1,200 to 1,500 miles.

Not forgetting to be generous to­ 
ward those who differ from me as regards the 
manner of its observance, certainly 1 would 
favor with all my heart a shutting up of those 
places which have become the centers of disor­ 
der and often of crime. But there is a delicacv 
on m» part in accepting any position like the 
Presidency of this convention which lielongs 
exclusively to the State of Calilomia. I am an 
officer of the General Government, and, while I 
would work with you heartily in an Christian 
effort on the Sabbath day or on any dav which 
does not interfere with niy duties as an officer, I 
feel lhat I cannot accept ihe position tendered 
me. I therefore give you my resignation and 
ask you to fill my place immediately, that your 
work may not he hindered.

on the road between Delta and Shasta val­ 
ley, which was built hurriedly and will 
need considerable fixing over, as tbe rain 
and snow along the line will undoubtedly 
cause the grade to settle in m any places. 
It is believed that when a railroad is 
bniit to eastern Oregon that it will m ake 
connection with the California and Oregon 
road in this county, either by way of 
Klamath river from Linkville. or via Grass 
valley to the divide between Shasta and 
Strawberry valleys. 
The railroad company having a larger 
force at work now than actually needed for 
the woik over the level valleys in this 
county, will send some of the men back 
over the road towards Delta to strengthen 
and improve the same.— Yreka Journal. 


T h e W e a th e r an d Crops.—Farm ers in 
some localities are beginning to get fright­ 
ened about the long delayed rains. The 
uneasiness comes, however, not so much 
from a fear of a dry season as from the 
fear that the grain now sprouted will die 
and rot in the ground. 
It is said that some 
farmers on the adobe lands are already be­ 
ginning to m ake a second sowing. 
It is a 
fact that wheat will sprout at least four 
time". W e have tried that. As long, then, 
as wheat is sound in the ground it will 
come, even if the top does die down. The 
difference between the adobe land and the 
sandy, alluvial soil is. that tbe first is cold 
and will rot the grain quicker than the 
other. 
It is easy to wet a small portion of 
a field—a few feet squate—and test tbe seed 
in tbe ground. 
As for tbe question of a 
drv or wet season, no man can tell a thing 
about it. 
We have often seen it too dry at 
Christmas to plow and a good season’fol­ 
low, and all remember that the rains once 
kept off till January with a good crop 
season following. Better a dry fall than a 
dry spring. 
W ith a canal system for Co­ 
lusa county, however, most of tbe farmers 
would never be uneasy.— Colusa Sun. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


P le n ty o f D e e r.—The storm and snow 
fall of ten days has caused a considerable 
migration of deer from the m ountains to 
the foothill country, and now they are 
more num erous through this section than 
at any tim e during the past year. Scarcely 
a day passes but their presence is reported 
in different localities, and one individual 
reports seeing seven in a herd on the 
Placer side of Bear river one day last week, 
while others have seen them hv twos and 
threes frequently of late.

A number 
of men left Sacramento yesterday on foot, 
having little money, and trusting that they 
would be employed on the force of graders, 
but they will be disappointed. 
Jam es R ogers Sm ith. 
Referring to a dispatch announcing the 
supposed suicide of James Rogers Smith, 
Jr., in this city on Monday, a San Fran­ 
cisco paper states that its reporter called 
that evening at the grocery 156 Ninth 
street, where, as he learned, a James R. 
Smith was employed as a clerk. He proved 
to be the father of the young man referred 
to in the dispatch. His son was 25 years of 
age he said, and he had not seen him for 
two years. The last he heard of him he 
was in Sacramento. He knew no reason 
for the suicidal act, he added, and in reply 
to the question where the young man's 
mother was buried, replied, “ In Calvary 
Cemetery.”

OUR FRUITS. 


THEIR DISPOSAL BY Al CTIOS OR 
OTHERWISE. 


A R eview of the Subject—Do the 
Facts Bear Out the Argum euts 
for Commission Sales? 


Eds. R ecord-U xion : In analyzing the 
article which appeared in your issue of 
Monday, under the head of “ Fruit-Mar­ 
keting,” and which was taken from the 
New York Market Journal of the 20th inst., 
I find that, out of the sixteen New York 
fruit-dealers interviewed by the representa­ 
tive of that journal, eight believe the auc­ 
tion plan the best for marketing California 
fruit in the East, six favor private sales 
through commission men, and two are 
neutral in their opinions. I desire to point 
out a number of fallacious arguments used 
by the six dealers who are opposed to auc­ 
tion sales, and who are anxious to perpet­ 
uate the present method of selling on com­ 
mission at private salf — a method 
which, while it may be satisfactory to 
a few of the Eastern commission 
men, has thus far, as a rule, proven 
almost disastrous to the California as well 
as to the Florida grower. 
In the article taken from the New York 
Market Journal, F. F. Cosgrove & Sons, 
dealers in Florida oranges, say: “Frequent 
letters from our Florida correspondent 
state that our returns are from 15 to 20 per 
cent, higher than auction sales of the same 
goods.” 
Against this statement permit me to 
quote the following, taken from the annual 
report of the Florida Fruit- Growers’ Ex­ 
change, which has just come to hand: 
Last season was our first. We do not pretend 
to claim that we pleased everybody. We do nor 
claim to have committed no errors, nor do we 
claim to have accomplished everything we 
hoped for. But we do claim to have netted the 
growers more money for the truit handled than 
they received for the same quantity of fruit 
during the previous season. 
Our commission friends charged us with 
“ breaking the markets.” They seemed totally 
oblivious to the fact that, although the Ex-

the winter of 18SI oranges were selling at from 
75 cents to Í1 25 per box gross. What must have 
been the net average ." At present we see no 
better plan than the Florida Fruit Exchange 
plan, which, though operated only for one win­ 
ter, and the worst winter Florida has ever 
known at that, kept up the prices of oranges 
through December, the worst month, fully SI 
per box more than we got last year. 
In addition to the above facts, which tell 
a strong story, the writer has before him a 
catalogue of an auction sale of Florida 
oranges held in Boston on November 23, 
1886, by H. Harris & Co., showing that a 
shipment of 911 boxes realizdfl $2,799, or 
an average of $3 07 per box. 
In answer to the statement made in the 
same article by F. S. Maynard, who says : 
“ I think good fruit will bring more sold 
by commission dealers, and poor fruit 
should be sent to auction,” I would say 
that we have absolute proof, as certified to 
by Brown & Seecomb, the New York fruit 
auctioneers, and by Sgobel & Day, the larg­ 
est Mediterranean consignees, that this sea­ 
son good Almería grapes brought at auction 
from $7 50 to$9 per barrel alongsideof thou­ 
sands of barrels of inferior fruits, which 
sold at from $1 50 to $2 50. 
Could Mr. 
Maynard have secured better prices for the 
fine fruits at private sale? I think not. 
J. Cromwell says, in his opinion, as the 
result of twenty years’ experience in the 
fruit trade, “that it will be vastly more to 
the interest of fruit-growers of both Florida 
and California to send their product to re­ 
sponsible commission houses here, as I 
think return made by the latter will be, in 
the future, as they have been in the past, 
more satisfactory than by any other dispo­ 
sition which can be made of them. I have 
this season handled fifty carloads of Cali­ 
fornia grapes, and I do not believe that at 
auction these grapes would have netted 
two-thirds the prices I have been able to 
realize for my consignees.” 
In reply to the statement made by Mr. 
Cromwell, I would say that if California 
growers are content with this season's lim­ 
ited consumption of California fruits in 
New York and other extreme Eastern 
markets, then the system Mr. Cromwell 
advocates, of selling through a few com­ 
mission houses at private sales, may be as 
good as any ; but in that event California 
growers should cease planting and extend­ 
ing their acreage; in fact, should tear up 
a liberal proportion of trees and vine3 
already planted. If our fruits are to be 
popularized in the New York market it can 
never be done under Mr. Cromwell’s plan. 
If we send to a few commission houses, the 
consumption, as was the case this season, 
must be limited. If We send to a great 
many commission houses, we bring about 
the condition which this year existed in 
Chicago and the West, where California 
fruit came into the fiercest competition 
with itself; where markets were con­ 
tinually glutted, and returns highly 
unsatisfactory. Hence, so far as the Cali­ 
fornia grower is concerned, the returns in 
the past, Mr. Cromwell’s statement to the 
contrary notwithstanding, have been far 
from satisfactory. As to the Florida grower, 
let him speak for himself, as he most em­ 
phatically does, in the following extracts 
taken from the first annual report of the 
Florida Fruit Exchange: 
During past seasons no organized system was 
in force among the growers. Every grower 
shipped according to his own inclination, few 
if any, having reliable information as to the 
condition oi markets. The worst feature ol 
this method was that the shipments were scat­ 
tered indiscriminately ail over the country in 
such a manner that the fruit was continually 
competing with itself. New York City, for in­ 
stance, witli from one to two hundred commis­ 
sion merchants, all receiving shipments direct 
from the growers, to be sold on commission. Of 
course, these commission men will never buy 
fruit so long as they can get it to sell on com­ 
mission. They run no risks whatever in receiv­ 
ing fruit to sell for account of the growers. 
Again, not one fruit-grower out of every hun­ 
dred is in a postion to know or keep fully posted 
as to the reliability of the commission merchant 
to whom their fruit is shipped. Ignorance on 
this point alone has caused many to lose hun­ 
dreds of dollars. Notwithstanding all this, the 
growers have persisted in following this hap­ 
hazard policy year after year. Season after 
season, markets were glutted in the sumo old 
way, and as a natural consequence low prices 
ruled. Now, while the growers have been suffer­ 
ing through these disasters, the facts show that 
the commission men have not become discour­ 
aged. tine fact alone proves that they have 
sustained no losses, and this is the continual in­ 
crease in the number of soliciting agents sent 
to Florida every season, ail eager to secure a 
share of tin spoils for their respective houses. 
Now, as long as the Florida growers continue to 
supply commission men with fruit, the commis­ 
sion men will never buy, and just so long as the 
scatteration policy continues, jus-, so long will 
success iu the orange business be an uncertainty. 
Mr. Merritt, of the Merritt Fruit Com­ 
pany, does not believe in auction sales He 
avers that in his expetience of over twenty 
years in handling fruit, he has been able to 
realize from 20 to 40 per cent, above auction 
prices. 
On reading this statement the writer sent 
the following dispatch: 
A. M. Ires, General ilanager Flotilla Fruit Ex­ 
change, Jacksonville, F linch: How do auction re­ 
turns thus far compare with private sale ? 
Here is his answer, which needs no com­ 
ment : 
J a c k so n v il l e, Fla., November JO. 1886. 
IT. Webutoek, Sacramnto, Cat.: Auction returns 
arc more satisfactory than private sale thus far. 
A. M. Ives. 
If for twenty years past fruit at private 
sale has realized from 20 to 40 per cent, 
above auction prices, what are we to think 
of the Mediterrahean growers who during 
all those years have clung so tenaciously to 
the auction plan ? Are we to regard them 
as being so blinded to their own interests 
that they willfully ignores method of sale 
which would bring them from 20 to 40 per 
cent, more than they now realize? And 
what are we to think of the Florida grow­ 
ers, who, in the face of Mr. M erritt’s state­ 
ment, iiave so recently abandoned the 
method he advocates and are adopting the 
auction plan, as the following will show : 
As soon as the Exchange became thoroughly 
organized, the officers immediately proceeded 
to investigate past methods, ior the purpose of 
ascertaining the causes of the existing evils. 
They at once decided that the trouble lay in the 
indiscriminate distribution of the fruit, and 
that owing to this scatteration policy, the grow­ 
ers were contmnaliy competing with them­ 
selves. Our General Manager sp"ut several 
weeks in the Eastern markets examining into 
the methods pursued in sales of foreign fruits, 
He found that this fruit was not scattered all 
over the country to lie sold on commission like 
Florida fruit. On the contrary, it was handled 
by only a few dealers, and sold by one firm in 
each city, ail sales icing made by auction. By 
this means the commission men and fruit deal­ 
ers are forced to buy the fruit outright, and they 
can get it only by buying it. Through this sys­ 
tem the commission merchants and other fruit 
dealers are placed in active competition, and at 
these auction sales we ice several hundred of 
them all trying to buy from one man. 
Now. why do they buy this fruit ? Simply be­ 
cause thcv can get it in no other way. Foreign 
fruit has been sold by this method foryears, and 
it almost invariably realizes from 50 cents to 81 
per box net more than the Florida oranges. 
Seeing this, the officers of the Exchange con­ 
cluded to piace only one agent in each of the 
principal cities, and let these agents handle all 
the fruit that might he consigned to the Ex­ 
change. At present the Exchange have ageuts 
at the following places: New York, Boston, 


I Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, Sa»"a°' 
nah, Macon. Ga., Cincinnati, O., Chicago, 11». ■ 
St. Louis, Mo., Peoria, 111.. Cleveland, O., In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., Kansas City, St. Paul, Minn., 
MinneaiwUs. Minn., and Louisville, Kv. 
Mr. Palmer thinks, says the Market 
Journal, that domestic fruits would com­ 
mand better returns through commission 
houses than from auction sales, and would 
reach a much larger consumption. He 
says: 
Commission dealers have 1 een largely instru­ 
mental in creating and organizing the present 
trade in these fruits, and they are entitled to 
consideration. Established commission mer­ 
chants do not, as a rule, buy goods: they are 
compelled to stick to their legitimate commis­ 
sion business. They now have close communi­ 
cation with dealers in adjoining States, and 
furnish them regular supplies. Sales exclu­ 
sively by auction will largely dry up present 
avenues of distribution. Goods arriving from 
long distances require inspection and careful 
assorting to bring value. My Florida corre­ 
spondents say the growers thoroughly tested 
the auction plan last season through the Florida 
Fruit Exchange, and they have found it unsat­ 
isfactory. The institution which was to remedy 
their difficulties has proved worse than the dis­ 
ease. 
In reply to this statement, I deem it 
needless to again call attention to the fact 
that the experience of the past shows that 
fruits do not, as a rule, command better re­ 
turns at private sale than at auction. That 
commission dealers have been largely in­ 
strumental in creating and organizing trade 
in fruits is to be conceded ; that they are 
entitled to consideration is also to be con­ 
ceded, provided the results are mutually 
satisfactory; but when the profits are all 
on the side of the commission man, and the 
risks and losses altogether on the side of 
ithe California shipper and 
grower, 
then 
the 
traffic 
ceases 
to 
be 
mutually 
profitable, 
and 
the com­ 
mission man as such is no longer 
entitled to 
any consideration. 
Fur­ 
thermore, who will dare affirm that in 
order that a few men may make liberal 
commissions, 
without 
assuming any 
risks, that an industry like that of Califor­ 
nia fruit culture shall be choked and 
limited, and its markets either cramped 
by 
shipping 
to 
a 
few 
commis­ 
sion men, or overloaded and glutted by 
shipping to many commission men ? W ith 
due respect to the commission men of the 
East, permit me to say that in my opinion 
the occupation of the commission dealer is 
lafgely a thing of the past. Future 
possibilities in California 
fruits 
are 
vast, not in handling them on commission, 
but in buying and selling. Let the com­ 
mission man in the East do as the commis­ 
sion man in California who ships East 
has done. Let him buy at the lowest price 
and sell at the highest. If our Eastern 
commission friend says it will not pay to 
come to California to buy fruits, our answer 
is that we propose to make such a journey 
unnecessary, we shall place our fruits at his 
doors, but if he wants them he must buy 
and pay for them and share our risks as 
well as our profile. 
Mr. Palmer further says: “Sales ex­ 
tensively by auction w ill'largely dry up 
present avenues of distribution.” 
So far as California fruits in the East are 
concerned, we have thus far very few 
avenues of distribution to dry up, as our 
fruits have hardly begun to make any im­ 
pression east of Chicago. But even though 
our present avenues of distribution were 
numerous, the experience of the past 
would indicate that auction sales, instead 
of drying up distributing avenues, increase 
them with marvelous rapidity. 
Imports of Almería grapes have grown 
from a few hundred barrels a season to 
175,000 barrels, equal to 37J carloads, per 
week, the estimated receipts of this season 
at the port of New York City. They have 
penetrated into every town and hamlet in 
the East, West, and Northwest, and are 
now consumed by millions of people, 
m any of whom never get even a glimpse of 
California fruits. All this has been done 
under the auction system. Mr. Palmer 
must be well aware of these facts. How 
can he, therefore, state that the auction 
method dries up avenues of distribution? 
Again, Mr. Palmer says: “ My Florida 
correspondents say the growers thoroughly 
tested the auction plan lastseason and they 
have found it unsatisfactory.” 
The statements made by Mr. Palmer’s 
correspondents are, however, not supported 
by facts. From the information at hand it 
would appear that the Florida growers 
tested the auction plan in Boston last 
season and the results were so satisfactory 
that arrangements were made for New 
York and elsewhere tor this season, as the 
followin,, statement of Mr. Day, of Sgobel 
& Day, clearly shows. 
Mr. Day says: 
It Is my conviction, based upon experience, 
that the proper way to dispose of large quanti­ 
ties of oranges, lemons and grapes Is by auction. 
Great numbers of new men throughout the 
country have withinthe pastfcw years arranged 
to make regular and direct purchases from the 
auction house, personally and througli their 
brokers here. I sincerely believe that before 
very long the entire fruit product of the coun­ 
try will be distributed at auction. It will be 
found necessary, aud in full accord with the 
progressive spirit of commercial affairs. Our 
first sale of Florida oranges at auction this sea­ 
son took place on Thursday, and the prices ob­ 
tained were fully equal to any made at private 
sale for the same grade of fruit. Returns to the 
shippers were made the next day. 
In conclusion permit me to quote still 
further from the annual report of the Flor­ 
ida Fruit Exchange. It says : 
Nowhere in the world is a valuable agricult­ 
ural crop sent to market in the hap hazard man­ 
ner as the Floripa orange crop. Throe million 
boxes of Mediterranean fruit—ail that comes to 
our shores—are handled by one firm in New 
York; ami this tasteless, sour, ugly fruit actual­ 
ly brings more than our beautiful, high-ilavored 
Florida fruit, simply because it is handled by 
one house, who control the market, rendering 
gluts impossible. Mr. W. K. Lente, the founder 
of Seville and a prominent orauge grower, per­ 
tinently asks: "How is it witli us, and our 
crop " We ship it all over the country; we ship 
it to small towns to retail grocerymeti. Now, a 
man in an interior town who formerly bought 
fifty boxes a week during the season, "is afraid 
to buy more thau a tew boxes at a time, lest 
some retail dealer should get a consignment or 
commission direct from Florida, and, by selling 
low, make the former wholesale dealer lose 
money. Formerly the' “fifty-box man" was the 
local wholesale dealer who went to New York, 
attended auction sales aud supplied the 
retail dealers with a box at a time: now his 
business is ruined. 
The retail dealer, if 
he knew prices would lie kepi up, would 
prefer to buy his fruit outright, and he could 
make more money than if he received consign­ 
ments direct from Florida at 10 per cent, com­ 
mission. A retail merchant cannot afford to 
sell oranges at 10 per cent, commission, as, for 
instance, thirty five cents on $3 50. A terrible 
temptation is placed in the hands of all these 
men to “ knock off" twenty-five cents. Com­ 
mission men may kick at this, but while I do 
not state all do it, I do emphatically state, and 
c an prove, that some do, especially if by being 
diligent workers they have n#»cived a much 
higher .price than the quotations would lead 
shipjiers to expect. Let me cite another case. 
A well-known buyer came to town for oranges. 
He wanted a car-load—250 boxes. The fruit 
commission merchant offered him a car-load at 
S.; Í0. While thinking over the matter another 
commission inan came in a’.d cut under the first 
man twenty-five cents. It is literally true that, 
at last, the buyer bought at 32 25. and even then 
got so irighteiied at the under bidders that he 
only bought fifty lioxes. he fearing that some of 
Ills neighbors might buy at SI 75, and make him 
lose money. 
Officeis of the Exchange have witne-sed sales 
ot from 20,(00 to 30,000 boxes of foreign fruit in 
New York City at one time, all sold by one man 
at auction, and realized splendid prices, the 
entire lot being disposed of within two or three 
hours. 
Now. 10,000 boxes of Florida fruit shipped in 
the obi indiscriminate style into the New York 
market at one time, will create n ruinous glut, 
and tiie fruit will sell at from fifty cents to one 
dollar per box. Why is this ." Simply because 
the fruit is sent to every dealer in the city to lie 
sold on commission. So many dealers get it to 
seii on commission, that there are scarcely any 
buyers to be found. Nine men out of every ten 
wants to sell. Fruit growers think of it I for it 
is you who suffer. 
If with the five to ten hundred thousand boxes 
shipped during each season for the past three 
years, markets have been ruinously glutted, how 
do you suppose they will stand five to ten mill­ 
ion boxes, five or ten years tence. if the old 
hatchazard method of shipping continues, that 
old method which in the past lias practically 
arrayed the produce of one grower against that 
of another.

Replying to a question regarding the 
inquiries made of him about California in 
general, Mr. Smith said : “ When East in 
1885, in meeting residents of various places 
and being introduced as a resident of Cali­ 
fornia, the first inquiry would be, ‘Ah, yes; 
you reside in San Francisco.’ I replied, 
"Ño, I live in Sacramento, located in the 
central part of the State,’ and I notice they 
seemed, as a rule, at a loss to know where 
the capital of the State was located. This 
time, however, the response w as: ‘Ah, yes; 
from California. You live in Los Angeles, 
do you?’ The same reply was by me 
made, but still Sacramento seems to them 
a mythical spot. Where last year San 
Francisco was the only place known, Los 
Angeles has jumped into prominence, and 
I attribute this to the booming in the East 
of that portion of the State. My trip out 
was quite pleasant, although, owing to the 
great influx of people to Los Angeles—our 
train being thirteen cars loaded with East 
ern people—was all the way from four to 
six hours behind time after leaving Kansas 
City. Y'ou cannot imagine the number of 
people immigrating west, or, that is,¡south­ 
west. Twelve cars, loaded to the roofs 
with human beings, left our train at 
Barstow Junction, going to Los Angeles, 
while only four people accompanied me, 
destined to other portions of the State. 
This comes from ‘ booming,’ and not from 
even equal natural advantages enjoyed by 
Central and northern California. 
They are all crazy over the inflated val­ 
ues on real estate in southern California. 
Here is an example that came under my 
own observation. On our train coming 
west was a gentleman who lives in Wa- 
chita, Kansas, on his way to Los Angeles 
to dispose of a piece of property purchased 
by him in the spring of 1885, while out this 
way looking for a ranch for an invalid son. 
This was purchased down south some­ 
where, and he, having $8,000 left, decided 
to invest it in city property in Los Angeles, 
expecting to come out soon and settle per­ 
manently in this State. He received a dis­ 
patch from his son, a day or so before start­ 
ing on this trip, to come out immediately, 
as he hail a purchaser for his city property, 
and could get $50,000 for it. 
Now. this seems incredible, but it is 
nevertheless true. 
The question is : Can 
these inflated values keep up? 
I den t 
think so. My opinion is,” said Mr. Smith, 
“ that the immigration will extend up this 
way, but not until the bird lias been 
plucked, and the people are compelled to 
immigrate northward in search oi employ­ 
ment.” 
“In what way is the boom being worked ?” 
said our reporter. 
“W hy,” said Mr. S., “ the East is flooded 
with circulars, etc., picturing southern Cal­ 
ifornia as the new Paradise, etc., etc., and 
in each State are to he found bright and 
intelligent emissaries, who are setting forth 
the advantages of southern California. 
W hat is needed, in my opinion, to bring 
tliia part of the State to the notice of the 
Eastern people is just such a plan. One 
live man in each of the States of Kansas, 
Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota for a period of one year, who 
will state nothing but facts, and not at­ 
tempt to deceive the homeseeker in the 
least, but be prepared to furnish him in­ 
formation that will be beneficial, as to 
price of lands and their productive quali­ 
ties, without a shadow of misrepresenta­ 
tion. Also, to guarantee to him that the 
laud described can be bought for the price 
named, and further guarantee that they 
shall not be deceived as to the necessary 
funds required for starling? and the re­ 
muneration to be reaped in return. A 
proper course in these regards would fill 
this part of the State with a labor- 
producing, intelligent set of people, 
Who have the hardihood and means capa­ 
ble of improving thousands of acres 
of land now used for pasturage. Meeting 
several people in Kansas the first remark 
was : ‘Why, what on earth are you leaving 
California for at this season of the year to 
come into this cold climate?’ So you can 
see that we are known well enough, but 
what is wanted is explanations, details, 
etc. There is no reason why tiie central 
and northern part of California should not 
have 500,000 people in addition to our 
present population, within the next five 
years. 
We have the territory, climate, 
productive qualities, and in fact all else to 
make it a thickly populated country. But 
push and energy are necessary. We can­ 
not sit still and await their coming, as has 
been our custom for thirty years past, and 
here have we sat and seen southern Cali­ 
fornia outdo us in energy, and have they 
not realized thereon ? 
Oh, yes,” said Mr. S., “ there is another 
enterprise 1 looked into while in Cleveland, 
which is unknown in this State. That is 
the manufacture of oleomargarine. 
I 
visited several factories while there, and 
witnessed the manufacture of what is com­ 
monly called “ bull bu'ter,” and I can 
assure you it is not such repulsive stuff, 
after all. It is made of pure oleo—extract 
of beet suet—pure lard, and the very best 
dairy butter, ail churned up together, and 
I will defy any one to tell by tasting, the 
difference between it and good ranch but­ 
ter. The flavor is exactly the same. But 
then this is not to be feared by us, as it can­ 
not he sold there in carloads lots less than 
15 cents per pound, and by the time it is 
landed here could not compete wilh our 
best butter in price. Since the enactment 
of the United States laws imposing a tax 
upon oleomargarine, the manufacturers are 
more than pleased, as it give3 the business 
a legitimate standing, and, as all is open to 
the insp tction of the revenue officers, it 
places the respectable manufacturers upon 
an equality, and crushes out those who 
have been making an inferior article. 
“ I could give you much more upon the 
subject,” said Mr. Smith, “ but you have 
sufficient already.”
